Loss Blill is the value 
of Lbo iundu whioh produce tbat berry 
realiiod. The craaboiTy lands of this 
colony are chiefly confined to iho delta 
of ibe Low. r Fraser, whero, in aoino 
Beasoufl, u8 raauy as Gftecu hundred barrels 
have beon gutherod by tlio Indiana 
This Buuuon tlio eruiib rry ciop in that 
region has boon a failurt!, owing to ibo 
prevalence nf fire. Nu^ttenipi bus yoi 
beoLi mi'do in lLi8 country, ho far us we 
nro aware, to cultivate the cranberry, nn 
industry of no incoiiHiderablu mugiiiindc 
and nniiortauce elsowbero. Tlio nivan- 
na and the boLtoui lands of New Jurwoy, 
lying iu Octan, B.. iliuglon, AtlunMo, 
Camden, and Cape May couniieH, are tlio 
best known lor the culture of tbo cran- 
berry. The lands used for ilB culture 
are soft, Bpongy lands. Those landH 
faaviog a running slreuui of water arc 
the most valuable, as it is of no little 
importance to bo able to inundate tlio 
ground, during tbo late 1..11 and winter- 
in order to kill iho gruhsoH and vermin 
and loproioot tho vinoB fiom the action 
of the frost. In dry BUiumorrt it is necu^i-
